Postmaster C. A. Wil­ 
liams Receives Data 
On Proper Method 
Of Handling. 


MANY COUNTIANS 
ARK E L I G I B L E 


Adjusted service bonds will be dis- I 
patched by registered mail 
from j 
Philadelphia, June 15, to more than ■ 
500 world war veterans in Adams 
county. 
Inform ation on the handling of I 
the bonds has been received in a 
postal bulletin at the local post of- { 
flee by Postm aster C. A. Williams. 
The letters containing the bonds, 
in denominations of $50, will also 
contain checks for am ounts of less 
th an th a t sum 
The veterans may 
present the bonds at the post office 
and sign requests for paym ent or 
they may hold the bonds which will 
earn interest at the rate of three 
per cent per annum, but no Interest 
is payable on any bonds redeemed 
prior to June 15, 1937. 
Exact figures on the num ber of 
world war veterans In Adams county 
who are eligible for the adjusted 
service bonds are not available 
One thousand and ten Adams 
county men enlisted for service. Of 
th a t num ber 53 died in battle or of 
wounds received in battle, or from 
disease or accident during the war. 
O ther deaths have occurred In the 
ranks of the veterans since th e end 
of the war that have further reduced 
th e number of veterans who may 
claim the bonus. 
Ill Days of Service 
A limitation that will rule out a 
num ber of veterans in the county Is 
the provision requiring 111 days of 
service. 
No record has been kept of the 
num ber of bonus applications sent 
from this county. Many of the ap­ 
rication# 
were 
handled 
through 
the service officers of the Legion 
posts of the county and other vet­ 
erans sent their applications direct. 
Edgar A. Moser, adjutan t of the 
Albert J. Lentz post, said this m orn­ 
ing th at he believes th at a num ber 
of veterans in the county who are 
eligible for tile bonds have not yet 
filed their applications. 
When the bonds reach the G ettys­ 
burg and other postoffice# in the 
county on June 15 or 16, they will 
be delivered only to the addressee. 
The procedure to be followed by 
veterans 
wishing 
to 
cash 
their 
bonds at once Is described in the 
postal bulletin. The veterans must 
sign the request for paym ent on the 
back of the bonds in the presence 
of a certifying officer. All postm as­ 
ters. acting postmasters or post of­ 
fice Inspectors may act at certify­ 
ing officers or designate any official 
or regular employee of a post of­ 
fice to act In that capacity. 
Identification 
Certifying officers will be held re­ 
sponsible for tile jxxsitive identifi­ 
cation of the person requesting pay­ 
m ent as the one whose name ap­ 
pears on the face of the bond. 
If 
the veteran Is known to the cer­ 
tifying officer, 
witnesses 
are not 
necessary, but if he is not known, 
m e or two witnesses who are known 
to the postmaster and the appli­ 
cant must sign the request. A splice 
is provided on the bond for the 
p’acing of fingerprints of the vet­ 
eran in exceptional cases. Tile own- 
ev of the bond must sign the paper 
exactly as his name appears on the 
face of the bond. 
W hen the bonds have been ac­ 
cepted for payment, the owner will 
be given an interim receipt. 
There will be no cash paym ents 
o* adjusted service bonds in any 
post office. 
Payments will be made 
only by special treasury checks sup­ 
plied to 241 "paying” post offices 
in the country. 
Non-paying offices 
will transm it the bonds daily 
to

Plates savings bond depositories for 
tile issuance

treasury checks. 
Bonds presented at the Gettysburg 
office and other offices in the coun­ 
ty will be sent to Philadelphia. 
Banks (’ash Cheeks 
Upon receipt of bonds from vet­ 
erans in this county at Philadel­ 
phia , the papers will be carefully 
checked, the paying office will mail 
the check 
direct to the 
veteran. 
When tile veteran receives his check 
he may cash it at any bank.

Wrangel Island Tyrant Shot 
With Aide, 4 Days After Trial 


Moscow. 
May

(AP)—K. 
B. 
Semenchuk, “T yrant'’ 
of 
Wrangel 
Island convicted of leading a reign 
of terror, was shot to death W ed­ 
nesday night. 
His chief lieutenant, S. P. S tart - 
sefif. also paid with his life for the 
killing of Dr. W. R. Wulfson, m em­ 
ber of a Soviet 
expedition 
which 
visited the Polar station. 
The official announcem ent tersely 
said: “The sentence of the supreme 
court has been carried out.” 
Pleas for clemency by the con­ 
victed 
men 
had 
bt en 
rejected 
earlier by the 
Central 
executive 
committee. 
No m ention was m ade as to the 
time and place of the execution. It 
was generally understood, however, 
the men were shot by one official 
who discharged a pistol 
into each 
prisoner s head. The sentences prob­ 
ably were 
carried 
out in Butisky 
Prison, the largest in Moscow, where 
the prisoners were confined. 
The W rangel Island case attracted 
the widest attention of any crim ­ 
inal case since the assasination of 
serge KirofT, one of Joseph S talin’s 
chief assistantvs, in December. 1934. 
The form er island “dictator” and 
his assistants were 
sentenced 
to 
death after conviction on a charge 


of political banditry, an outgrowth 
of their alleged cruel treatm ent of 
Eskimos, and a secondary charge of 
murder. 
Sentenced 
Saturday night they 
had seventy-two hours in which to 
seek clemency. 
The C entral com­ 
mittee denied their request and their 
period of 
grace 
expired 
Tuesday 
night. 
No official reason was dis­ 
closed for holding the execution over 
until Wednesday. 
The wife of the form er "tyrant” 
faces a charge of perjury as a re­ 
sult of her testim ony at her hus­ 
band’s trial. 
Both Scmenchuk 
and 
Startseff 
denied the charges against them, j 
Scmenchuk wept bitterly when his 
sentence was 
pronounced, 
sobbing 
into a handkerchief, "I don’t deserve 
to die.’ 
Startseff nonchalantly 
lighted a 
cigarette.
